WHEREAS,  In  1 991 ,  the  Library  Commission  left  behind  in  the  old  library  certain  works  of  art 
which  the  Art  Commission  has  inventoried  as  follows:  (1)  A  bust  of  Edward  Robeson  Taylor  in 
the  south  niche  of  the  front  entry;  (2)  Five  allegorical  sculptures  by  Leo  Lentelli  on  the  front 
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facade;  (3)  Two  murale  by  Frank  Vincent  Dumond  in  second  floor  reading  rooms;  (4)  Fourteen 
paintings  on  canvas  by  Gottardo  Piazzoni  located  on  the  mezzanine;  and 

WHEREAS,  Contractors,  architects,  and  qualified  art  rnnservatnrs  have  eYprpswd  rnnrem  that 

the  physical  conditions  that  will  prevail  in  the  old  library  building  during  the  course  of  the 
construction  project  could  potentially  cause  damage  to  the  building  itself  as  well  as  its  contents 
due  to  hazards  which  ate  endemic  dmiiig  vuu&Luwtiuu  and  wliich  include,  but  arc  not  limited  to 
fire,  flooding,  toxic  apilla,  severe  shaking,  and  little  or  no  climate  control;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Piazzoni  paintings,  occupying  over  1250  square  feet  of  wall  space  in  the 
*cuuud  riuui  luggia,  depict  scenes  of  California's  Coastal  Range  and  the  Central  Valley  and  arc  a 
continuous  visual  factor  in  the  space  -  they  are  the  first  images  a  visitor  sees  walking  up  the 
Grand  Staircase,  they  are  visible  from  nearly  every  room  on  the  mezzanine  floor,  as  well  as  many 
vantage  points  from  the  floor  above  the  paintings;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Piazzoni  panels  have  been  examined  by  qualified  conservators  who  have  made 
findings  stating  that  the  condition  of  the  paintings  is  "very  disturbing"  and  that  past  "improper 
care"  and  a  "lack  of  protection"  has  severely  oompromiood  the  curfacee  of  the  paintingE,  and 
other  deficiencies  were  noted  such  as  severe  deposits  of  grime,  scarred  and  scraped  panels, 
graffiti  damage,  cracking  paint,  and  retouching  and  overpainting  to  conceal  old  damage;  and 

WHEREAS,  Thcso  somo  qualified  concervatore  have  determined  that  the  paintings  could  be 
removed  safely  with  little  nr  no  damage,  thus  making  the  conservation  and  relocation  of  the 
paintings  both  practical  and  feasible  and  would  probably  result  in  less  damage  to  the  art  work 
than  might  be  likely  If  they  were  simply  left  In  place  throughout  die  couisc  uf  coustiuctiou,  aud 

WHEREAS,  It  is  clear  that  there  has  not  been  any  conservation  work  performed  on  these 
paintings  for  many  years,  possibly  not  since  their  installation  over  sixty  years  ago,  that  their 
general  condition  continues  to  decline,  and  that  they  are  in  need  of  conservation  and  protection; 
and 

WHF.RF.  AS,  the  Asian  Art  Museum  Foundation  has  generously  offered  to  set  aside  up  to 
$250,000  to  conserve,  preserve  and  save  these  paintings  so  that  future  generations  will  be  able  to 
see  and  appreciate  them;  and
